That a'1Capta'ns, Seamen and others, that do or ſhall ſerve in any of his Majeſttes Own, or Mer- 
chants Ships, impl-yed in his {ervice, ſhall (for time to come, in lieu of al} Prizes) have and re. 
ccive from His Majettie, tor every Shp or Prize they ſhall lawtuily take, whether Merchant-men, 
or Men of War, laden or jight, the ſum cf Ten ſhillings for eve, y Tun the ſaid thip (hall meaſure, 
acccrding to the ordina y rule of Ship- Wrights Hall,and Six pounds thirteen ſhillings and four pence 
for every picce of Ordnance, whether [ron or Braſs 3 the ſame to be paid by the Col.eftor four 
- Prize Goods, within ten days after the payment of the wages cf ſuch Seamen (in caſe Adjudica- 
tion be made of the Skip in the Admiralty Court) to be thared and divided amcng(t them pro- 
portionably, according to the reſpective places and cthices in the ſhip in which they ſerved, and ac- 
cording to the cuſtums of the Seas in that caſe. 

And further, Thar it be Jawtu! fir all Captains, Seamen and cthcis, ſerving as afc refaid, to 
take aud have to themſe:ves as Pillage, wth.urt further, or other accompt to be given for the 
ſanic, all ſuch Goods and Merchandize, as thal. be found by them, or any of them, in any ſhip 
(they ſhall rake in fight as prize) upon or above the G.n-deck of the ſaid ſhip, and not other- 
wiſe. And for every Man of War ſunk or deſtroyed by firing, or othe; wiſe, to have Ten pounds 
a Gun, one'y to be divided as aforeſaid, to be paid by the C. mmifſt::ners for Prize Goods, within 
ren days after the payment of the thip as afore tad, upon Certibcate of the wowvrer of fat ſtated 
by the Cuunci of War, 

T hat care ſhal, be taken for defiaying the charges « f fick and wounded men as aforeſaid, and 
for the relic of Widows, Childien, and impotent Parents of fuch as ſhall be {Jain in the ſervice 
at Seaz and for Meddals or cther rewards to ſuch Otrhcers and Seainen of the Fleet, as ſhali be 
found to have done any eminent or extraordinary lervice., 

And that for ſupplying of necellary proviiions tor tick and wounded men on Board, there ſhall 
be allowed by His Majeltie Five pounds for fix moneths lervice for every hundred men. 

That upcn the d ſcharge ct fick and wounded n.en from the ſhips in His Maj«lties ſervice, care 
ſhall be taken for the payment of their Tickets and Conduct money, 

That direQicns ſhall be given to all Majo s, Baylifts, or other Magiſtrates in any Port Towns, 
to take cate for all neceſlary accommodations at the charge of His Majcſt.e, for the relict and cury 
of ſuch ſick and wounded men as (hal. be ſent « n (kure. 

Fhat the moyetie of ai! Hoſp.tals in England, imployed for the cure of wourded and fick 
people, be reſerved during the time of War at Sea, fr ſuch as ſha | be wounded ia the ſervice 
cf the Navy, as they ſhall become void, frum and atter the hi. 1t oft November.
